Claim 1 1 reads upon specie II, in addition to those claims that read on 
specie I. Specie II is nothing more than specie I with terminals extending from both sides of the 
circuit board rather than from only one side of the circuit board. Accordingly, applicants 
respectfully request that the Examiner consider species I and II.
